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RIPPED OFF ICOM OWNERS will get help in recovering their rigs from a new 

Icom program. Amateurs who've lost Icoms should send name, address, driver's 
license number, radio model and serial, and any non-factory marks or mods 

that would help Icom identify the equipment. The factory will then assemble 
the information in a data bank to be used by law enforcement agencies, dealers 
and individual Amateurs who spot an Icom of dubious parentage. 


Icom's Popular IC-22A is out of production and will no longer be available 


when present dealer stocks are exhausted -- it's being replaced by the synth- 
esized IC-22S. The IC-3PA power supply is also no longer available.

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EXERCISE YOUR GRAY MATTER by George Hinds, WB8JYR: First note this: There 
are about 290,000 Amateurs. Until very recently, it has declined steadily - 
Amateur Radio was dying on the vine! At a time when we will be fighting to 
retain what we have in frequencies, we are but a very small group (who call 
ourselves "amateurs" and pray tell, what does the word "amateur" mean to the 
average citizen?) who may be finding it ever more difficult to justify our 
occupancy of the assigned spectrum. On the other side of the ledger, there 
are perhaps now 24,000,000 personal communications rigs being used by citizens 
‘(yes, I said 24 million!) who have every right to enjoy communicating, too. 
Whic group will be able to exert pressure on Congress? On the Mayor and 
Council of your town? On government agencies? If you don't think that some 
fast action is long overdue to make ham radio more attractive to those citi- 
zens who want to communicate like us, move aside, friend, while I open the 
door for newcomers who will help insure the future of ham radio. 
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AMATEUR RADTO IS GROWING IN BUROPE at least as fast as it is here, reports 
KIZND of ARRL after a recent visit to a number of European countries. Por- 
tugal's Amateur Radio population is increasing at over 5% a month, and a six 
part series on Amateur Radio that included "Ham's Wide World" dubbed in Por- 
tuguese has just appeared on Portuguese TV. Italy's big Amateur growth area 
is in VHF, Cyprus expects half again as many licensees by the year's end as it 
has now and Yugoslav enthusiasm is equally high. HR REPORT 
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
